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FarmMortgage Moratorium 


And Railroad Pension Acts 
Are Approved by President 


WASHINGTON, June 29,-—Pres- 
ident Roosevelt has signed the leg- 
islation granting a partial six-year 
moratorium on paying off farm 
mortgages and the bill for a re- 
lirement pension system for rail- 
way employes. 

Two brief statements accompa- 
ny announcement of the signing 
of the bills 

Regarding the Wrazier-Lemke 
farm mortgage bill, he said, 

"This is another bill on which 
many arguments pro and con have 
been made, ‘There has been a se- 
rious lack of understanding of its 
provisions and it has been alleged 
that insurance companies and oth- 
er mortgagees will suffer severely 
through the use of this law by 
farmers to evade the payment of 
debts that are within their capaci- 
ty to meet, 

"IT do not subseribe to these 
tears. 

“T have sufficient faith in the 
honesty of the overwhelming ma- 
jority of farmers to believe that 
they will not evade the payment 
of just debts. 

“Wurthermore, contrary to the 
belief of many uninformed persons 
this is not a general or wholesale 
moratorium privilege. The provi- 
sions for appointment of apprais- 
ers under the bankruptey act and 
for the judicial review of their ap- 
praisals furnish adequate checks 
against the possibility of unfair 
appraisals, The acute repugnance 
with which farmers, like other 
right-minded people, regard bank- 
ruptey will prevent them from 
availing themselves of the provi- 
sions of this measure except under 
the force of necessity. The bill is 
intended to protect not only the 
farmers, but their creditors also. 

“In the actual operation of the 
law, | do not believe that losses of 
capital will greatly exceed, if they 
exceed at all, the losses that would 
be sustained if this measure were 
not signed. f. 

“Tne bill is in some respects 
loosely worded and will require 
amendment at the next session of 
Congress. Nevertheless, the rea- 
sons for signing it far outweigh 
the arguments on the other side.” 

Of the railroad pension bill, he 
said: 

_ “Decision on this bill has been 
difficult. The principal arguments 
against the measure include: 

“(A) The federal coordinator of 
transportation at much public ex- 
pense is now engaged in a thor- 
ough survey of the whole subject 
of employment security on rail- 
roads. He requested many months 
ago that legislation be deferred 
until the completion of these 
studies and the filing of his report. 

“(B) The bill, although much 
improved in its final form, is still 
crudely drawn and will require 
many changes and amendments at 
the next session of Congress. 

“(G) Although the bill does not 
create very large additional finan- 
cial obligations on the part of the 
railroads during the next four 
years, the financial burden will in- 
crease progressively after that 
date, and the bill makes no sound 
provision for this increase. 

“The arguments in favor of the 
bill are as follows: 

“(A) The actual burden on the 
railroads caused by enforced con- 
tribution will be far less than their 
figures indicate. 

“(B) Superannuated employes 
will retire under the new pension 
plan and, though a considerable 
number of these older men will 
not be replaced, many others will 
be replaced by other employes. 
The net result will be to improve 
the morale of the entire force. 

“(C) The bill is in line with 
sound social policy. 

“(D) The bill provides for the 
creation of a board which will have 
the duty of accumulating all nec- 
essary data and recommending 
changes which will put the sys- 
tem on an adequate and perma- 
nent basis. 

“After a careful weighing of the 
advantages and disadvantages to 
the country I have come to the 
deliberate conclusion that I should 
approve the bill.”

Governor-Designate Bibb Graves 
authorizes the following statement 
relative to his policies in the mat- 
ter of applications: 

First, it is his opinion that Sec- 
tion 585 of the Code of 1928, com- 
monly known as the Corrupt 
Practice Act, applies to the jen- 
eral election as well as to the pri- 
mary election, This being true, 
the Governor will consider no ap- 
plications and make no commit- 
ments for positions with the ine 
coming administration prior to the 
general election in November. 

Second, the Governor desires 
that those who wish to make ap- 
plications for positions with the in- 
coming administration perfect 
their applications before _ filing 
them, That is to say, he hopes all 
those who wish to apply will make 
their applications in writing and 
attach to the applications all en- 
dorsements before filing them 
with his. 

After the election in Noyember 
he will begin to take them up and 
grant audiences to those who wish 
to see him personally about their 
applications and such friends as 
may wish to accompany the ap- 
plicant. He does not desire to 
take up any application or grant 
any audience concerning appoint- 


ments until after the November | 


election,

COTTON PAYMEN'TS FOR THIS

AUBURN, Ala.—The govern- 
ment this year has paid Alabama 
cotton farmers $2,681,833.55 for 
reducing their 1934 cotton acre- 
age, reports Dr. L. N. Duncan, 
cirector of the Alabama Bxten- 
sion Service, who says that other 
checks continue to arrive each 
week. 

This money is being paid to the 
farmers by the government in an 
effort to reduce the enormous sup- 
ply of American cotton and to in- 
crease the price farmers receive 
for their cotton. 

Statistics furnished Dr, Duncan 
by Cully A. Cobb, chief of the cot- 
ton production section of the AAA, 
show that through June 21st 95,453 
checks totaling $2,681,3383.55 had 
been paid to Alabama _ cotton 
farmers.
